Fellow League Members: September 23, 1970 


It has been my practice to mail all League members in the Southwestern 
Division three newsletters each year (before the S ring ARRL Board 
meeting, after the Board meeting, and in September) as a means of 
providing a continuing contact with the League S-W Division members. 
I believe any League member has a right to know what is going on in 
ARRL and amateur affairs, and also a right to sound off to his 
Director. Only in this manner, I feel, can we have a two-way flow 
of information that is vital for effective operation of the League. 
Unfortunately, it is not always possible to respond directly to all 
of the letters received except where specific information or a reply 
is requested, However, both Vice Director Arnold Dahlman, W6UEI, 
and I want you to know that we have appreciated your support and 
counsel in the affairs of amateur radio. : 


"WE'VE GOT PROBLEMS" - This is the heading of the editorial in 
October QST which deals with the FCC Staff level interpretation of 
long standing amateur rules. This problem arose when some individvel 
requested an interpretation by the FCC of Part 97.39 of the Rules and 
Regulations as they pertain to the Eye Bank Network. This rule 
states that "an amateur station license will not be issued to a 
school, company, corporation, association, or other organization, 

nor for its use ..." The last four words were interpreted by the 
FCC staff as rendering illegal many of the public service functions 
of amateur radio, in which we provide communications for the Red 
Cross and other organizations, as technically illegal. 


The Board last May (Minute 31, Page 72, July QST) instructed the 
General Manager and the General Counsel to seek a satisfactory solu- 
tion to this problem. No one, it seems, appears to question the 
desirability of emateurs aiding these public service activities. 
However, Part 97.39 was cited by the FCC as its basis for citing 
fifteen college club stations which participated in the Student 
Information Network last May, and the situation therefore becomes 
more urgent. FCC staff members in Washington were quoted as saying 
the problem can be cleared up if only "somebody will seek a change 
in the rules." John Huntoon and Bob Booth (General Counsel for the 
League) do not agree with this position since the aforesaid ruling 
has been in effect some 40 years. Indeed, the League staff has 
established a detailed history of the development of amateur rules, 
including the four words - "nor for its use." It appears that no 
one at the FCC staff level now knows the reason why, nor the history, 
of this addition to the amateur rules - hence the interpretation 
would seem suspect of being in gross error, The League's Executive 
Committee planned to meet at Newington,Monday, Sept, 28th, to 
examine this problem and give further direction to the General 
Manager.

ELECTION TIME You will be glad to kmow that several candidates 
are seeking the two League offices of Director and Vice-Director 
for the Southwestern Division. Ballots will be mailed in early 
October and you are urged to vote for the candidates of your choice 
and to return the ballot to Newington promptly. Personally, I am 
happy to see sufficient interest in League affairs to give the 
members a choice in their balloting. Be sure to vote! Two years 
ago the vote in this division was only 55 percent of total members! 
We can do better. 


HAM'S WIDE WORLD FILM Our Division's copy of this film was worn out 
some time ago and replaced with a new print. The film has had many 
showings in this Division, and yet it is still to be seen on certain 
TV stations and at certain luncheon clubs. Get your friends to tell 
you of groups that would appreciate seeing the film.

(W6BVN) is the film's producer and as an Assistant Director handles 
the booking of this film. He also has completed a new film, "YHIS 
IS HAM RADIO", aimed towards teen-agers and available (for a price) 
to the audio-visual departments of junior and senior high schools.

VIOLATIONS BRING FCC ACTIONS - The FCC on Sept. 2nd ordered the 
license of a La Crescenta, Calif. amateur revoked as of October 7th 
for violations of Section 308(b) of the Communications Avt of 1934, 
and for failing to reply to official communications requesting informa- 
tion per Section 1.89 of the Rules. An amateur in the 4th district 
had his license revoked as of Oct. 6th for failing to reply to 
official communications per Section 1.89 of the Rules. Two Washington, 


D.C. amateurs recently were fined $100 each for off-frequency viola- 
tions. 


HF PHONE BAND EXPANSION - You may recall that the ARRL Board of Dir- 
ectors took no positive action on this matter at the meeting last May. 
Much discussion is heard now on this problem and I have urged the 
Board members to take some constructive action by holding a special 
Board meeting on the subject, but to no avail so far. The FCC now has 
some 13 petitions before it, all calling for expansion of the HF phone 
bands. Generally, when the FCC has received ten or more petitions on 
@ given subject, it usually acts ... but does not always achieve the 
kind of solution the majority of us might want. Each petition is 
@iven a RM number by the FCC, and I list herewith most of the peti- 
tions they have received on the phone band subject.
